A photograph published in the Dally Ne» 
braskan has sparked racial tension tiroughout 
the University ofNebraska-Lincoin(UNL)ecam- 
pusand caused thenewspaper’seditor-in-chicf 
to make plans to attend UNO next semester. 
The photograph featured UNL football player 
Scott Baldwin naked and handcuffed, follow- 
ing his arrest for allegedly attacking a Lincoln 
woman, 

Daily Nebraskan Editor Jana Pedersen has 
seccived death threats by telephone and criti- 
cismfrom black students oncampus, withsome 
students calling for her resignation. 

Pedersen said she will finish her term as 
editor-in-chief, which ends in May, 

Thefront-pagephatographhasrecsivedcriti- 
cism that it promotes negative stereotypes of 
blacks. The photograph also drew controversy 
because itranon Jan. 20, Mastin Luther King Js. 
Day. 

Pedersen contends the decision to sun the 
photograph was based on its news value, She 
said Baldwin’ s arrest was anewsworthy public 
event and of interest to the Daily Nebraskan's 
readers because Baldwin was a student of the 
university and on the footbatl team. 

Pedersen added she thought the Daily Ne- 


braskan was being singled out because ofather 
frustrations minorities have with the university. 

“I think it’s easy to point the finger,” she 
said. 

According to recent press reports, members 
of die UNL football team and coaching staff, 
includingHeadCoachTom Osbome, hadhoped 
the Daily Nebraskan would apologize for the 
photograph. 

“We don’t plan to,” Pedersen said. 

Hugh Cowdin, chairof UNO’scommunica- 
tion department, said he believes the contro- 
versy couldhave been avoided by cropping the 
photograph to show a torso shot of Baldwin 
rather than the full body. 

Gateway Editor Heidi Jeanne Hess said she 
wouldhave run the photograph as Pedersen did 
if she had been in the same position. 

“T agree with the Daily Nebraskan. I think 
thephotograph hasnews valueanddeservedthe 
spaceitreecived. Itisnotracistbecause Baldwin 
happened to be black; I would have sun it the 
same way hadhe been whiteorany othercolor,” 
Hess said. 

BecauscofthecriticismandthreatsPedersen, 
asenior, has received, she plans to take her last 
few classes at UNO over the summer. 

“Tfecl that my presenceatthe Daily Nebrase 
kan is more disruptive than anything,” shesaid.

The WRC also created a display on the 
second floor of the Student Center which 
honors women who have been important 
through history, Rial said. 

The WRC, which became an official 
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Student Government agency in 1974, is one 
of the few student-run women's resource 
centers in the United States, Rial said. 

In addition to the director, here are two 
part-time workstudy employcesintheoffice 
plus several volunteers, she said. Deanne 
Buck, who previously voluntecred in the 
WRC and is now a work-study employee, 
organized all the activities for Wornen’s 
History Month, Rial said, 

“Pd like to see this office open all day, 
evenings for night students and summer for 
sununer students,” she said. “We have had 
requests from dhe students for mere hours.” 

The WRC offers research files, support 
groups, a library and a referral system, The 
WRCalsopublishesthe “On Women" news- 
letter twice a semester, addressing women’s 
issues and concerns, Rial said. 

The WRC often co-sponsors events on 
campus, especially with groups such as 
Health Services and women’s studies, Rial 
said. She believes co-sponsoring allows the 
WRC to focus on specific issues. 

“I think anything that affects women af- 
fects society at large. I find izmuch better to 
interact within thecommunity organizations 
and UNO departments and agencies than to 
isolate,” she said, “itbrings issues ofconcern 
to wonren to more peopte and it makes the 
WRC more rounded.” 

Rint said women’s issues are starting to 
gain importance at UNDO, including offering 
aminog in women’s studigs, 

“{ chink UNO's mking positive steps. 
Naturally, it is not fast enough for complete 
remedy, but that is an unrealistic ideal.” 

Rial said she thinks Women's History 
Month is important because it draws atten- 
tiontowomen’s issues, buishehopestheday 
comes wher itis not needed, 

“Thopesome day there willbe no need for 
awormen’s history month or a black history 
month, but there will be a celebration of 
atiaining global justice as a theme for the 
year, every year.” 


New chancellor at 
University Med Center

University of Nebraska President Martin A. Massengate 
announced Friday the appointment of Dz. Carol Ann Kemp 
Aschenbrener as chancellor of the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center, effective Aug. 1. 

Aschenbrencr, executive associate dean of the College of 
Medicine at the University of lowa, will be the first woman to 
head an academic medical centerin the United States, according 
tothe Association of Academic Health Centers in Washington, 

Aschenbrener received her M.D. from the University of 
North Carolina, tminedin pathology andjoined the University of 
Towa faculty in 1974 as an instructor in pathology. She attained 
the rank of full professor in 1937, and was associate dean of the 
College of Medicine from 1984 to 1988. She was sentor associ- 
ate dean through 1990, before being appointed to her current 
position. 

Aschenbrener has specialized in brain tumor structure and in 
the study of epidemic discases. She also has been active in 
curriculumdevelopmentand academic program evaluation, and 
continues to teach. She has weitten or co-written more than 50 
articles, book chapters and abstracts. 

Aschenbrener chairs the University of lowa Hospital's cre- 
dontiats committee and is amember of the University’s profes- 
sional practice committee. She also is on the Cancer Education 
Advisory Committee of the National Cancer Institute and is a 
member of the American Medical Association's task force on 
medical student abuse, which works to prevent unprofessional 
behavior against students by faculty or staff.

Barb Smith warned UNO students Wednesday that satanic 
activity in the 80s will become a social problem comparable to 
inner-city gangs in the "80s. 

“I'm here to tell you this is a problem,” said Smith, an 
employee at a local insurance agency who in her spare time 
investigates incidents of alleged satanic activity. “This will be 
the esime of the "90s." 

Smith spoke to 40 peopie in the Student Center about satanic 
worship and occult activity in the Omaha area. Smith said the 
presentation was designed to help students of social work, 
esiminal justice and counseling become more aware of satanic 
worship and its consequences. 

Some who attended the presentation said Smith’s claims 
were exaggemted and insensitive to homosexuals and non- 
Christian groups. 

Some of Smith's claims included: 

sOmahais one ofthe largest centers of satanic activity in the 
United States. 

» “Every high schoo! has a satanic cult or at least some kind 
of recruiter.” 

* Listening to heavy metal music, participation in role- 
playing games (such as Dungeons and Dragons) or “dabbling” 
in New Age groups can lead to satanism and ritualistic esimes, 
such as torture and murder. 

She meta 16-year-old who was living witha pornographer 
in Council Bluffs because the youth's parents were satanists, 

The majority of audience criticism was aimed at a video 
called “Satanic Cult and Ritualistic Crime” Smith showed 


during the presentation. 

In the video, homosexual activity was called one of the 
waming signs of satanism. Also, the practice of Hinduism or 
non-matiotheistic religions was called a cult activity that could 
lead to satanism. 

“That's from the dark ages,” said Gloria Rial, director of 
UNO’s Women’s Resource Center (WRC). UNO Health Ser- 
vices and WRC co-sponsored the event. 

“I didn’ tagree with alot of that presentation,” Rial said, “but 
at least it started a dialogue. At least the issue was addressed. 
Colteges and high schools are the biggest recruiting area (for 
satanic cults). 

“Butthat video was sensationalized. [had ahard time withher 
grouping homosexuals with satanism, She seemed to say you 
were at risk if you didn’t follow the mainstream.” 

Others at the presentation voiced similar concerns, 

“fhopepeopichave enough intelligence tolook through what 
she’s saying,” said Brano Castelhano, a UNO student. “She 
wasn’t very objective.” 

Mary Atwood, a counselor who has worked with victims of 
ritualistic crimes, said satanic activity is an issue that should be 
addressed. 

“This is notsomething you take lightly,” she said. “There are 
a lot of people who are serious, and a lot of teens who just 
dabbie.” 

Atwood criticized the presentation for not mentioning how to 
refer victims of ritualistic crimes, especially children, to a 
qualified therapist. 

“She showed us the problem. She didn't show us what todo 
about it.”

Even though it’s fun, it’s not right, and it 
does nothing to improve an already tarnished 
image of journatism in the eyes of many. Per- 
haps helping each ether to grow as people, by 
challenging their ideas instend of them, would 
work instead. 

I'm willing; are you? 
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For those of you who hoped Justice Clarence Thomas would 
be a moderate voice on the court, I'm sorry to say your hopes 
have not been answered. 

The proof? Thomas’s dissenting opinion in Hudson vs. 
McMillian, a recent Supreme Coust decision regarding the 
Eighth Amendment. 

In this case, Hudson was an inmate in a Louisiana prison, He 
got into an argument with two guards. As a result, he was 
handcuffed and beaten to the point where he had facial bruises, 
loosened teeth and a cracked dental plate, A prison supervisor 
watched and told the guards “not to have too much fun.” 

Hudson sued the guards saying they violated the Eighth 
Amendment’ sprotcction againstcruclandunustal punishment. 
Hudson won in district court, but the decision was reversed by 
the Court of Appeals on the grounds that diere can only be cruel 
and unusual punishment if there is serious injury. 

The Supreme Court, in a 7-2 decision, found-in favor of 
Hudson. The Court said any use of force used “maliciously and 
sadistically to cause ham” is automatically a violation of the 
Eighth Amendment. 

But what is troublesome in this case is that two justices (and 


I use the term loosely) dissented. One dissenter was the darling, . 


of the ultra-right wing, Antonin Scatia. The other was Thomas. 

In writing the dissenting opinion, Thomas stretches credulity 
by claiming the waiters of the Constitution “did not conceive of 
tie Eighth Amendment as protecting inmates from harsh treat- 
ment,” Theimplications ofthat statementseemtobethattheonly 
protections the Eighth Amendment offers is when a prisoner is 
sentenced, Any torture not ordered by the judge would not be 
“cruel and unusual punishment.”

holding that “double-celling” —placing twoinmates inacell to 
alleviate overcrowding —is notcruel and unusual punishment. 
He believes this requirement is necessary to protect prison 
guards from lawsuits by prisoners whom they handle, Since 
there are “institutional reasons” for the use of force, Thomas 
implies the use of force in prisons is allrightas tong as youdon’t 
send the prisoner to tie hospital, 

However, Thomasmakesnodistinction between force logiti- 
mately used to maintain order and force used for torture. 

‘Thomas's opinion is filled with leaps in logic and question- 
able reasoning, Anyone interested in reading the entire opinion 
shouldstopby die Gateway office, Annex 26,andpickupacopy. 

Thomas's opinion, sadly enough, is merely a benchmark of 


thenewdircctionef the court. In the past few years, the courthas - 


substantially eroded the protections of the Billof Rights. 

The Fourth Amendment’s protection from unreasonable 
searches and sclzurcs has been significantly diminished. The 
exclusionary rule, prohibiting the use of illegally seized evi- 
dence and the only means ofenforcing the Billof Rights against 
the police, has been called into question. And the inclusion of 
abortion as part of the fundamental right of procreation is all but 
doomed, 

Americans like to dink of the Bill of Rights as a shicld, 
protecting their “inalicnable rights.” However, under the guid- 
ance of Chief Justice William Rehnquist, and with the appoint- 
mentsofpresidentsRonald Reaganand George Bush, thatshield 
is shrinking to the size of a postage stamp. 

Most frightening is that no one seems to care. In a recent 
survey, 40 percent of Americans would not pass the Bill of 
Rights into law today. 

Withoutthe Bill of Rights, the Constitution never would have 
been approved by the 13 colonies. The framers of our govern- 
ment felt the tights inthatdocument were essential to “secure the 
blessings of libesty.” 

But we have enjoyed those blessings for so long, many have 
taken them for granted. Too many people are willing to give up 
those precious sights fora Meeting fecling of security or to “fight 
crime or immorality.” 

- That's great, until the police kick your door down and arrest 
you for the art you buy, the videotape you watch, or the sex you 
practice in your bedroom. 

Americans have fought and died for 200 years, around the 
globe, defending the rights contained in the Bill of Rights. Each 
of us has an obligation to these heroes. 

Get a copy of the Constitution. Read it. Understand the Bill 
of Rights and how precious the freedoms it preserves are. And 
make sure the people you put into office understand how 
precious they are. 

That's what it means to be a real American. 


Scenario: A football player for a large university has some 
sort of psychotic break, strips off all hls clothes and severely 
beats a woman walking her dog. The police are called and a 
photographer of the university newspaper is on the scene and 
takes a photograph of the naked man, restrained, being putinto 
the back of'a police car. 

The photographer then goes back to the newspaper and the 
editor makes the decision to publish the photograph with a 
corresponding story. 

Sound familiar? Yes, Scott Baldwin is making the headlines 
again. Orisitthe people who write the headlines ipueiae 
the headlines? 

There has been alotofdis- 
sension in Lincoln since Scott 
Baldwinbrutallybeat23-year- 
old Gina Simanek on a cold 
January day. Since then, 
Baldwin, theaccused, hasbeen 
defended by Husker fans, teammates, and even coachics, 

Many of these coaches and players are undoubtedly omni- 
sclent. Why, they’renot only psychologists, but also journalists, 
They evidently feel tiey have the authority and knowledge to 
determine what should and should not be published in their 
campus newspaper. 

Head Coach Tom Osbome wrote a letter to Jana Pedersen, 
cditor of the Daily Nebraskan, shortly after the photograph of 
Baldwin was published, calling for an apology. 

He called the publishing of the photograph “insensitive.” In 
other words, Osbome wishes thatthenewspaper would suppress 
photographs or information featuring his beloved players in a 
negative light, 

' UNL Assistant Coach Ron Brown also was outraged at the 
publication. Brown, who is black, said in the Omaha World. 


This may come as a great surprise to many of you, but here 
gocs anyway ...

The fact that Baldwin is black added a match to the powder 
keg of racial animosity on campus. 

“I think we've bom alotof 
the brunt because of racial ten- 
sions already existing that the 
Daily Nebraskan has nothing 
to do with,” Pedersen said. 

The fact Baldwin is black 
hadnothingtodowiththepub- 
lication of the photograph. If Tom Osbome decided to commit 
thesame violentact, chances arelikely anude photograph of the 
respected coach would grace the front page. 

Too often the words “racism” and “bigotry” are confused 
with simple fair play. 

Jana Pedersen has received numerous death threats and has 
beenasked toresign as editor because she decided to deliver the 
news, albeit it with the crudencss of reality. 

Had the Gateway editor been confronted with tie same 
situation and photograph, she, too, would have published it on 
the front page. That’s the way UNO students would want it. 

If UNL students want to read anewspaper filled with sugar- 
coated fiction, perhaps they should hire Tom and Ron to fill the 
pages — we hear they don’t have much to do in the off season.

“My Own Private Idaho,” anew film written and directed by 
Gus Van Sant, is an unsettling, yet touching, look at the friend. 
ship between two street hustlers, and the people who surround 
them in their lives, 

The idea for “My Own Private Idaho” originated some years 
ago, Van Sant said. 

“In the 1970s, I used to live near Hollywood Boulevard, 
where I would hang around and see films,” he said. “There was 
acontingent of different types of street peopie, including pros- 
titutes. I was waiting anothermovie, and I wasalsosortof writing 
my own fictional account of one of these kids on the street and 
I was reading about them.” 


Van Sant said his lead characters represent a segment of 
society not often portrayed as protagonists. 

“Think this particular lifestyle, that ofa male street prostitute, 
is overlooked and embarrassing, and not anything that you 
typically go to when you're making a film. This film shows an 
outside group of people as the lead protagonists so that you're 
identifying withthem. You'reseeing things through theireyesso 
they become more bona fide in everyday existence.” 

He added thatas a somewhat independent filmmaker, he has 
been willing to approach issues the mainstream film industry 
might not choose to address, 

“Hollywood needs to make the money, so that’s one of the 
strengths of the low-budget filmmaker — not playing into the 
system,” he said. 

Van Sant, who was widely acclaimed for his powerful film 
“Dnigstore Cowboy” with Matt Dillon and Kelly Lynch, said 
many filmmakers have impacted on his work. 

“T was originally influenced by the experimental filmmakers 
of the °60s in San Francisco and New York. From there, I think 
I was influenced by traditional filmmakers Orson Welles and 
Alfred Hitchcock. Stanley Kubrick wasalsoaninfiuence. Wemer

Herzog is a definite influence, especially with this film.” 

The twomain performers in this filmare River Phoenix, who 
plays Mike Waters, and Keanu Reeves as Scott Favor. 

Phoenix, who won Best Actor awards from the National 
Society of Film Critics and the Venice Film Festival for this 
performance, said the experience was a positive one for him, 

“I gota lot out of itand Tlearned'a lot. There is a lot of work 
in development. I read some and I looked some and I observed 
some and spent a fot of time thinking and a lot of time thinking 
some more. But the actual process of communicating all that 
homework is effortless,” Phoenix said, 

Having worked with well-known and fesser-known actors, 


Van Sant said he individuatizes his efforts in his approach to 
directing cast members. 

“Byerybody ts always different, whether they're totally rec- 
ognizable and experienced, or whether they're totally inexperi- 
enced and just literally cight off the street. You have to connect 
with something within them and have arelationship, and work 
from where: It’s a process of pretending and you can do it 
intuitively or youcan doit very precisely, in astudied way,” Van 
Sant said. 

“My Own Private Idaho” tells a fascinating, troubling and 
emotionally wrought story. It’s an anguished, yet wonderful 
film, supported by extraordinasy performances.

Quite simply, The Cramps are not your 
average rockabilly act. They take the subtle 
sexual overtones of 1950s rock ‘n’ soll and 
expfode them into life-size proportions. 

Inspired by early cockerssuchasLink Wray, 
TheCramps’ founders, Lux Interiorand Poison 
Ivy, have been living outtheis musical fantasies 
since the mid-’70s. 


While Ivy isn’t one of the more famous 
femate guitar players around, her style of recre- 
ating the guitar sounds of the ’S0s is unmistak- 
able. 

“We wanted the best of both worlds, oldand 
new sounds,” she said ia a phone interview. 

Ivy’sinitial inspiration tostartplaying guitar 
came from her older brother who already was 
playing. 

“T wasabout9 or l0andhe showed meafew 
chords and things,” she said. “I stacked off 
playing in high school.” 

The story goes that Ivy met Interior while 
she was hitchhiking near Sacramento, Calif, 
and The Cramps were bom, 

Several years later, the band gained success 
in the New York City punk scene and were 
regulars at CBGB's and Max’s Kansas City. In 
1980, they uekked to Memphis and recorded 
their first album, “Songs The Lord Taught 


Us,” It was recorded at Sun Studios and pro-’ 
duced by Alex Chilton of Big Star fame. 

The Cramps scon became quite popular in 
Europe, becoming stars of the international 
subculture, With help from an ever-growing 
fan base, the band’s fast album, “Stay Sick,” 
sold very well. The band even received airpiay 
on MTV, although there was a catch. 

Their first single, “Bikini Girls With Ma- 
chineGuns,” wouldnotbeplayed untilthe band 
changed the first verse from “drag racing on 
LSD,” to “drag racing in Tennessee.” 

“Tt was a fun chaffenge,” Ivy said. “I guess 
drinking is okay, but pills aren't.” 

The Cramps have just refeased their new 


> album calicd, “Look Mom No Head!” And, 


once again, they're assaulting the airwaves of 
colfege radio with mutant rockabilly. Songs 
like “Dames, Booze, Chains, and Boots” pretty 
much describe the sest of the album. 

There are some blues covers, one of which, 
“Miniskist Blues,” features Iggy Pop. 

“Lux went out for wine and ran into Iggy at 
the liquor store,” Ivy explained. 

The new album was produced by Ivy be- 
cause the bandstifl hasn't founda preducer who 
understands what the band is trying to do, Like 
her guitarplaying, producing is always a leam- 
ing process for Ivy. 

“We don’t think our sound is unmodem,” 
she said. “We feel it’s imeless and powerful.” 

The Cramps finished a European tour re- 
cently that included multiple sold-out shows in 
London, Pasis, Amsterdam and Athens. They 
are now setting out across America and will be 
arriving atthe Ranch Bowl on Tuesday. Tickets 
are $14.50 at the usual outicts.
